T)TACTICALLY every farm, regard- 
I 
less of viza, has some poultry. 
Whether he raises little or much, or 
hatches his own chicks or buys them 
from a emu mere, ii hatchery, the gen­ 
eral farmer as well as the poultry man 
niu : keep the baby chick:-, in .some 
kind ii , hover for an average of six 
to e:g!it weeks. 
Of course, the hen is the natural 
hover. But profitable farming de­ 
mands more efficient brooding meth­ 
ods and, hence, numerous substitute 
hovers have been developed includ­ 
ing those heated by coal, oil, wood, 
gar, steam and hot water. Beeuu e it 
has more advanta ges and yield ; re­ 
sults more nearly identical with Na­ 
ture, the electric brooder is generally 
prefer.'cd wherever high-line power 
Js available. 
There are several reasons why the 
electric bro (der is preferable to other 
types: Little time is required to in­ 
stall in cl adjust; fire hazard is pion ti- 
cally eliminated; temperature :s auto­ 
matically and accurately controlled; 
less labor and attention is required; 
mortality is usually lo veer; o Vera 11 c o - 1 
is us lady less; fuel need not be '.ared 
or paid for in advance; and it 'n ay be 
used un her a w: I > variety of 
lions.

This fact promotes vigorous exercise 
among the thicks, causing them to de­ 
velop faster, feather earlier and bet­ 
on-, and to grow strong and sturdy. 
It also helps prevent cannibalism, toe 
picking and other brooder vices. 
When selecting an electric bro Ider, 
the following points should be consid­ 
ered; Size and type; va!tag.-, type and 
control of healing element; and in­ 
sulation, construction and ventilation. 
Depending upon thorn factor.;, electric 
brooders vary in price from about 
$6.00 to $90.00, with the average 
hover type selling around $40.00. In 
the final analysis, it usually' is cheaper 
to buy a more expensive unit as, be­ 
cause of its superior construction and 
insulation, it will give better results. 
last longer and have lower operating 
costs. 
The amount of electricity required 
by an electric brooder depends upon 
several factors: Outside temperature; 
construction of brooder hou ;e; brood­ 
er temperature; type, construction 
and insulation of brooder; number of 
chicks; and management. However, 
the power used in a six-weeks bro irk­ 
ing period during March. April And 
May v nu es from 0.5 to 1.5 kw.-hr. per 
chick. At the threc-eent rate, this 
gives a brooding cost of from 1.5 to 
I 4-5 cents per chick, with the aver ig<* 
I approat bing the lower figure '
